oiuwd by Mrs. Harriett Biicehei 
Btowe. It wan e Dothan postof 
flee, i kind of a Saturday-evening 
mail pottofflce, years ago. As n 
milter of ftot, when the office wai 
oitabiiihed, there wiin't enougl 
business in Henry county to jus 
tlfy the expense of carrying the 
mail once a week, and, it first be 
ing located near the line of Dalt 
and Henry counties, it was moved 
over in tint one county and then 
the other, juit ai a man could be 
found who would keep it at his 
home, and open the mail sack 
once a week. At the time it wan 
organUed in Henry county, with 
Mr. Hays a* postmaster, back in 
the early 70'i, it had been doing 
duty over in Dale, in all probabil- 
ity, under the mme name, but 
with a different, postmaster. It 
wai finally nailed down near 
where it ii now located. It was 
the only tafe way to wake up in 
the morning and find thinga 
where they were left the night be 
fore, to nail them down, so that's 
the reason the poxtoffice was nail 
*d down. Many other thiuga that 
were not nailed down wero not 
found easily next morning.
